WHEN ZEALOTS ATTACK 

Mom-and-pop shop targeted as a sign of the gentrifying menace in south Minneapolis 



T he Central and Powderhorn 
neighborhoods of south Min¬ 
neapolis are among the city’s 
most diverse. 

A roughly even spread of white, black, 
and Hispanic people live there, with a 
sizable population of “Asian” or “other” 
rounding out the census findings. This 
melting pot generally simmers along with¬ 
out incident. But there are a few folks 
uneasy with a recent crop of white profes¬ 
sionals moving into neighborhoods that 
long belonged to immigrants and blacks. 

In late 2015, the opening of a new grocery 
co-op was a source of some controversy, a 
sign the neighborhood was getting paler 
and more expensive. 

There was another over the weekend, 
when owners of a south Minneapolis can- 


Several windows were smashed, with 
anti-gentrification graffiti ieft behind 


die and art store discovered someone had 
broken a window and left graffiti in what 
the husband-and-wife owners are calling 
a “targeted crime.” 

Frostbeard Studios went public with 
the story via Facebook, saying their store 
had several windows smashed. 

Owners Tom and Roxie Lubanovic didn’t 
publicize the graffiti message, but whatever 
it was made clear why they were being 
vandalized. 

“We are not a big corporation trying 
to gentrify the neighborhood (quite the 
opposite),” they wrote. 

The shop, previously in northeast Min¬ 
neapolis, caters to bibliophiles, with a 
variety of products with book-themed 
scents. Asked in 2014 to explain their influ¬ 
ences, the couple listed “Books,” “Nerd 
culture,” and “Book nerds.” 

In their Facebook post, the couple said 
whoever did this clearly doesn’t know 
them or understand their reasons for 


moving to the South Side, which they 
praised for its “diversity and the thriv¬ 
ing art scene.” 

That, they said, is what makes this tar¬ 
geted “attack surprising and upsetting.” 

The post has received almost univer¬ 
sally positive, supportive reactions. One 
fan suggested starting a donation fund 
to help Frostbeard recover. The owners 
were grateful, but say insurance should 
cover the damages. 

“Please,” they wrote, “if you have con¬ 
cerns about us or our business, talk to us. 
Hear our story. Don’t resort to violence.” 

They say they’re trying to make the 
mom-and-pop shop a positive addition 
to the neighborhood. 

“Our goal is to make awesome art and 
bring more good to the world. We want 
to make a positive difference in our com¬ 
munity, to promote literacy and education. 
Our studio is a welcoming, safe place 
for all of our neighbors.” -mike mullen

Cargills Complaints 

Is Minnesota doing enough to support its billionaires? 


T he biggest private company in 
America is listening to shrimp. 

Cargill, the Way z at a agri¬ 
business giant, announced last 
month the launching of its iQuaticTM 
shrimp feed. Delivering precisely the 
right amounts at the right time “means 
larger, healthier shrimp and reduced 
waste,” Cargill explained. 

The same release spelled out the com¬ 
pany’s success so far in fiscal year 2017. 
Cargill is not so much a company as it 
is an economy: With $54 billion in rev¬ 
enue through the first six months, the 
150,000-employee company is keeping 
pace with the gross domestic product of 
Morocco, a country of 33 million. 

An estimated 90 percent of Cargill 
is still in the hands of descendants of 
founder William Cargill and his son- 
in-law, John MacMillan. 

There are about 1,700 Americans 
valued at $1 billion or more, according 
to Forbes. Fourteen of them are Cargill 
heirs. On the magazine’s list of the coun¬ 
try’s biggest private companies, Cargill 
has held the No. 1 spot (ahead of Koch 
Industries) for 30 of the last 32 years. 

Keep those figures in mind as you con¬ 
sider the testimony CEO David MacLen- 
nan gave to the Minnesota Senate Jobs 
and Economic Growth Committee last 
week. MacLennan was invited to tes¬ 
tify along with the CEOs of Ecolab and 
Land O’Lakes, two local Fortune 500 
companies. 

MacLennan told senators he can 
“understand why big companies get vili¬ 
fied.” Then, as if to show just how well 


he understood, he started complaining. 

Doing business in Minnesota “pres¬ 
ents some challenges,” he explained. 
There’s the state’s top-tier income tax 
rate of 9.85 percent (third-highest in the 
nation), which kicks in at a combined 
household income of $200,000. As of 
2014 that included only about 2.5 per¬ 
cent of Minnesota households, but an 
estimated 100 percent of Cargill heirs.

MacLennan was also concerned about 
the “elaborate and extensive” regulatory 
climate. “In general, permitting is getting 
more complicated, more time consum¬ 
ing, and more expensive.” 

The fact is, Minnesota has taken steps 
to rapidly speed up permitting. In 2011, 
the state set a 150-day goal for decided 
permits by the Minnesota Pollution Con¬ 
trol Agency (MPCA). The goal for simpler 
projects was later set at three months. 

How’re they doing? Not bad: 97 percent 
of MPCA permits for new or expanded 
construction were completed on time. 

MPCA Commissioner John Line Stine 


says “general” complaints about regula¬ 
tions have been “pretty consistent” from 
the business community in the 38 years 
he’s been in government. But when he 
asks for specifics, they usually clam up. 
(Nor would Cargill provide any for this 
column.) 

To be fair, MacLennan did mention a 
single specific project where Minnesota 
regulators were frustrating his conglom¬ 
erate: Port Cargill, a sprawling, privately 
owned harbor in Savage. 

Cargill ships tens of millions of bushels 
of grain from there each year. It’s the 
company’s responsibility to dredge all 
the stuff that’s kicked up from the Min¬ 
nesota River bottom. Cargill’s sludge is 
stored on public land maintained by a 
local watershed district. 

It so happens that in January, Cargill 
informed the Department of Natural 
Resources and the Army Corps of Engi¬ 
neers that it intended to start dredging 
a newly constructed mooring location 
for barges, and deposit that sludge in 
the water near its other docks. 

Both state and federal water managers 
balked, saying additional dredging would 
require a new permit. DNR hydrologist 
Jennie Skancke says just dropping that 
sludge into the existing dock “doesn’t 
sound like the minimal impact solution 
that our rule and statute require.” 

These details somehow escaped 
MacLennan’s testimony. Instead, he 
said vaguely, it has become “way more 
difficult” to get projects approved, and 
alluded to “these often onerous permit¬ 
ting processes” in Savage and elsewhere.

He asked for the Legislature’s help. 

Sen. Jeremy Miller (R-Winona), the 
committee’s chairman, thanked MacLen¬ 
nan for that offer, saying he “really, really 
appreciates” all his company does for 
the state. 

Toward the end of the hearing, the 
CEOs of these massive companies were 
asked to give final thoughts on what the 
state could do for them. Doug Baker, of 
Ecolab, talked about improving educa¬ 
tion and narrowing racial disparities to 
create a more qualified workforce. 

MacLennan stuck to his guns: “Helping 
with regulations... and the tax environ¬ 
ment” would be swell. “It doesn’t just 
benefit the big companies. It also helps 
the small companies as well.” 

Bingo. If Minnesota wants to grow 
its economy, it should figure out how to 
help a start-up become the next Fortune 
500 company, and not how to help the 
Cargills become the Medicis. 

Follow Cargill’s own initiative. Listen 
to the shrimps of the business community 
and see what they need. Let the killer 
whales fend for themselves. 03

D ave Simonett is nervous. 
Or so he says. 

But on this January 
evening, the 36-year- 
old musician best 
known as frontman of 
the globally loved bluegrass band Trampled 
by Turtles looks as casually cool as any 
other outdoorsy Minnesotan. His scruffy 
auburn hair is matted beneath a red wool 
cap. His beard is neatly trimmed. He wears 
a red plaid flannel shirt with big pockets on 
the chest, black jeans, and smoke-jumper 
boots. The scent of a recently smoked 
cigarette lingers on him. 

Even before Simonett gets a Miller Lite 
down at Buster’s in south Minneapolis, he 
is friendly and endearingly open. Aside 
from an interview for a press release, this 
is the first time he’s discussed his divorce 
in-depth since he committed “marital 
suicide” in 2014. After ending his decade- 
long marriage to a woman he’d been with 
since he was 19 years old, he moved out 
of the Hopkins home where the couple 
was raising their two children. Since then, 
he’s pinballed between various residences 
before settling in Minneapolis. 

The divorce, which Simonett considers 
the most traumatic event of his life, is the 
basis of last month’s Furnace, the new 
album from his rock project Dead Man 
Winter. Though he jokes it’s a “cheesy 
breakup record,” the LP is the most raw 
and revealing work of his career.

W hile Simonett doesn’t appear 
to be in shambles now. Furnace 
paints a portrait of immense 
struggle. His wounded, howling vocals 
chronicle the emotional wreckage of dis¬ 
mantling his family over 10 tracks. 

“The guilt involved in that process [of 
divorce] was exponentially more than I 
expected. I’m normally not a very guilty 
person — I actually worried about that for 
a time, thought maybe I was a psychopath, 
a sociopath,” Simonett explains. “I had to 
process all of this, a lot of polar-opposite 
emotions, and my remedy has always been 
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writing about it. This was... almost like 
a vomit of lyrics that came out of that 
experience. It still makes me nervous, not 
having any kind of veil or a metaphor.” 

When someone discloses a divorce, it’s 
natural to ask what happened. It’s just as 
common to hear “It’s complicated” or 
“We grew apart” in response. Simonett 
doesn’t initially deviate from these pat 
responses, but with a little pushing, he 
assumes the blame: 

“I was the one that was fucked up. I was 
the one that was looking to get out,” he 
says. “It definitely came as a surprise to 
her, I think. For me, it just got to a point 
where I got into that feeling of wanting 
to be elsewhere. I was miserable with 
everything — not my kids, that’s a dif¬ 
ferent thing — but every part of my life 
started to suffer.” 

On the brink of a mental breakdown, 
“I just fucking left everything,” he says. 
“It was a really shitty way to end a long, 
loving relationship.” 

Simonett, who considers himself the 
“luckiest asshole ever,” admits to destruc¬ 
tive tendencies. 

“I know a lot of people that constantly 
screw themselves up,” he says. “Why do 
we do that? I don’t know an answer, but it 
is some kind of.. I won’t call it boredom, 
’cause it’s not boredom, but it’s maybe a 
cousin to that.” 

Hence the tendency to bolt and the 
ensuing “shit-show whirlwind.” 

“Stability hasn’t equaled happiness for 
me,” he says. “I get kind of scared of it. 
Or threatened by it.” 

If he’s hesitant to share additional details 
about what led to the divorce, it’s because 
he doesn’t want to cause his ex-wife any 
more pain. Shortly after the aforemen¬ 
tioned press release was posted online last 
fall, she received an email from a co-worker 
asking, “Is this your ex-husband?” The 
news that Simonett was writing about their 
divorce on Furnace did not go over well. 

“It’s a fine line, you know?” he says. 
“The record needs a little bit of context.

I have to talk about it. That’s part of the 
process. But I don’t want it to seem like 
I’m using somebody else’s blood for my 
benefit.” 

For Simonett, using his divorce as cre¬ 
ative kindling wasn’t an opportunistic mar¬ 
keting ploy — it was a cathartic necessity.

A fter Simonett left his marital home, 
he called fellow musician and long¬ 
time friend Erik Koskinen to ask if 
he could crash on the couch in Koskinen’s 
Minneapolis studio. Though Koskinen 
didn’t know what events precipitated the 
request, he wasn’t shocked, either. 

“With friends, you’d rather have them 
call you and ask you for help than not,” 
he says. “Everybody has their own shit. 
We’re buddies for a reason; we help each 
other out.” 

While staying at Real Phonic Studios, 
Simonett says he was “writing like crazy. 
All of these songs came out.” Over several 
months, he recorded what he thought 
would be the follow-up to Dead Man 
Winter’s 2011 debut Silhum, Bright Lights. 
He relied on heavy electric guitar, a lot 
of reverb, and a rotating cast of backing 
musicians on his first attempt at the new 
album. 

“I was really scattered and the record 
was really scattered,” he says. Feeling

lost, Simonett backed off the project. 
He decided to escape the Twin Cities 
for a while. 

‘T didn’t want to see anybody I knew,” 
he says. 'T didn’t want people to say, T’m 
sorry, man.’ Everybody that I know pretty 
much knew I was going through a divorce. 
But I didn’t want to fucking talk about it.” 

While he says the Boundary Waters 
would have been the perfect place to get 
lost, he needed to be within commuting 
distance of Minneapolis so he could see 
his kids. He relocated to Red Wing in 
August 2014, a move that confounded 
the locals. 

‘The first question I’d get for the first 
five months I lived there was, ‘Why’d 
you move to Red Wing?’ Nobody could 
comprehend somebody coming there.” 

It took time for residents of the southeast 
Minnesota river town to warm to him, but 
by the end of his year-long tenure there, 
he knew people by name and had made 
new friends in nearby Winona. 

In early 2016, Simonett decided to take 
another stab at a Dead Man Winter album. 
He retreated to a cabin in Finland, Min¬ 
nesota — about an hour up Highway 61 
from Duluth. 

“My solace has always been the woods, 
generally, but specifically the North Shore,” 
he says. “It’s where I’ve gone to reset or 
work or whatever.” 

For five frigid days, he woke, snow- 
shoed, took saunas, and recorded demos 
on a tape recorder, finding much-needed 
clarity and calm. 

“Once in awhile, you write songs about 
stuff that’s uncomfortable, but it’s like a 
pressure-release valve,” he says. “It’s got 
to come out.” 

For the second attempt at recording 
the album in the spring of 2016, Simonett 
booked Pachyderm Studios in Cannon 
Falls, the storied and freshly renovated 
space where Nirvana recorded their final 
studio album, 1993’s In Utero. Simonett 
recruited guitarist Koskinen, drummer 
J.T. Bates, keyboardist Bryan Nichols, and

bassist Tim Saxhaug to play on the album. 

“I know some people that don’t like 
to work with friends, but I do, especially 
in that kind of situation,” Simonett says. 
“We stayed at the studio. We were in this 
thing. I love them all dearly; they really 
helped me through a lot, personally and 
musically.” 

“He was deep in [the divorce] in the 
time we were recording,” Saxhaug says. 
“Just listening to the lyrics, you could tell 
it was very much influenced by what was 
going on in his life. There was a lot about 
things ending, lives changing, things not 
being how they were. His whole life just 
drastically changed.” 

The arrangement of the album was a 
group effort; it was recorded live to tape, 
sans producer. Koskinen, who played with 
Simonett on both versions of the album, 
says playing live made all the difference 
the second time around. 

“We couldn’t go in and just re-record 
what we had already done,” he says. “We 
kind of had to start over again.” 

Lyrics, tempos, and keys were all 
reworked. Acoustic guitar was added. 
Entire songs got switched out. 

“It was honestly one of the fastest mov¬ 
ing, most cooperative, creative arranging 
experiences that I’ve had,” says Saxhaug, 
who's also a member of TBT. “We’d take 
a break for dinner and then go down and 
listen to what we had done, and we’d all 
be super pumped.” 

“That whole process felt so much 
healthier to me,” Simonett concurs. “I 
went to a good place when I wrote music 
and I went to a beautiful studio and played 
the songs and that was like, Teah, OK. 
That’s an album. Sounds like an album. 
Feels like an album.’ There was a lot less 
of the chaos and just a feeling of forcing 
something that shouldn’t be happening.” 

“If there’s a difference between the two 
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versions, the second one is better because 
it’s not over-done or over-thought,” Koski- 
nen adds. “We did good.” 

Simonett’s goal was to make a record 
with a cohesive sonic landscape, a story 
with chapters. Furnace is certainly that. 
It’s an album that grows on you, revealing 
another layer of depth with every listen. 
It’s a little bit country, a little bit rock ’n’ 
roll, sometimes twangy, sometimes sparse. 
Though the lyrics are anguished through¬ 
out, and several songs are funeral-dirge 
somber, there are a few tunes that border, 
instrumentally, on boisterous. 

“I don’t know why it’s G, C, and D, or 
whatever. That’s just how it fit,” says 
Simonett, who will celebrate the release 
of Furnace this Friday at First Avenue. 
“Sometimes, if the music matches the lyrics 
too well, it becomes one thing instead of 
dimensional. There’s a lot of shit going on 
in there. It’s not all just doom and gloom. 
There’s a new start, too.”

S imonett was born in 1980 in Ger¬ 
many, where his army father was 
stationed. His family moved around 
a lot until settling in Mankato before he 
entered kindergarten. Around age 12, he 
visited — and fell in love with — Duluth. 

“I still remember the first time I came 
over the hill on 1-35 and saw the lake and 
the town,” he recalls. “I still consider Lake 
Superior where I feel most at home.” 

Simonett enrolled in the University of 
Minnesota-Duluth, more for the chance 
to move up north than for the education. 
He spent one year there taking mostly

philosophy classes before withdrawing 
and immersinghimself in the music scene. 

Instrumentally inclined since he was a 
child, Simonett bought his first guitar, a 
“shitty” Yamaha, at age 17 from a friend. 

“I loved it to death,” he says. “Once I 
held it, that’s all I wanted to do, for a liv¬ 
ing and otherwise. I knew it right then. I 
couldn’t even think of another job.” 

Open mics and casually playing with 
other musicians in Duluth led to the for¬ 
mation of a band called Simple Junction 
around 2000. Then Simonett met man¬ 
dolin player Erik Berry, who asked him 
if he wanted to do an acoustic project 
on the side. Simonett had always stuck 
to rock ’n’ roll, but soon he was listening 
to bluegrass and learning old folk songs 
with Berry. The duo started pla)dng shows 
together, and after a set at Fitger’s Brew- 
house, Dave Carroll approached them and 
asked if they wanted a banjo in the band. 

“Nobody played the banjo in Duluth,” 
Simonett says. “It’s way different now. 
You go to Duluth and there’s just banjos 
lying all over the place.” 

Fiddle player Ryan Young and bassist 
Saxhaug also joined the group. Trampled 
By Turtles became official in 2003, but its 
members still considered it a side project. 
Even the band’s name wasn’t meant to 
endure; it was created on the fly for a show. 

“We thought it was the only time we 
were going to use it,” Simonett says. 
“Ever3Thing was very short-term.” 

As the members’ other bands began 
to break up, however, they dedicated 
themselves primarily to TBT, and the 
group discovered its niche. 

“It was very much artistically based,” 
Simonett says of the early-’OOs Duluth 
music scene, which already included 
notables like indie-rock greats Low and 
blues-folk vet Charlie Parr. 
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“Nobody was making any money. If you 
could charge a $5 cover, you were really 
successful and people already hated you,” 
Simonett remembers. “Everybody was 
doing it just purely for playing music. 
To look back at it, I’m so thankful for 
that, to have an environment where all 
of your credit is based on if people think 
you’re interesting.” 

Over 14 years, TBT recorded eight 
albums, three of which hit No. 1 on Bill¬ 
board’s Bluegrass chart. The quintet played 
festivals like Bonnaroo, Coachella, and 
Lollapalooza, and sold out Colorado’s 
legendary Red Rocks Amphitheater three 
years in a row. Two appearances on the 
Late Show with DavidLetterman and one 
on Conan further bolstered the band’s 
devoted fan base. 

But in the spring of 2016, Simonett 
asked his bandmates for a favor: time 
off to work on Dead Man Winter. 

“In order for him to fully realize his cre¬ 
ative vision, he needed absolute space from 
Turtles,” Saxhaug recalls. “We decided 
that, yeah, we should be able to give it to 
him because we’ve gotten so much from 
his songs over the years.” 

The band didn’t officially announce 
a hiatus, but last October that infamous 
Furnace press release went live and 
rumors began swirling. Ten days later, 
TBT tweeted, “Going away for a little 


while. We love you all. Thanks for an 
amazing first chapter.” 

“That band gets busy as hell. To try 
to fit something in between Trampled 
albums is very daunting. I just didn’t have 
time,” Simonett explains. “I get tired of 
touring constantly unless there’s a point 
to it. It’s a good job and I like doing it, 
but creatively, if there’s not something 
new to propel that, then I get bummed 
out or stir-crazy.” 

Though the band doesn’t have a set 
comeback date, Simonett insists TBT isn’t 
breakingup. Saxhaug seems optimistic that 
the break is not only temporary but ben¬ 
eficial: “I can’t speak for anybody else in 
the band, but this time hopefully opens up 
our lives more, and when Turtles returns 
we’ll be all the richer for it.” 

Pivoting, even temporarily, to Dead 
Man Winter is a risk for Simonett, but 
it’s one he feels compelled to take. 

“The challenge of getting my dream job 
has been: Can I make a project or can I 
do something that my fans aren’t really 
going to like or get?” he asks. “But if Tm 
being artistically true, then that’s what 
I need to make.” 

If he can’t make ends meet through 
music, Simonett says he isn’t afraid to 
return to the workforce; his employment 
history includes stints cooking in restau¬ 
rants, building log homes, and roofing. It 


wasn’t until around 2010 that he was able 
to give music his full-time attention, and 
even then, he wasn’t “financially ready.” 
Ultimately, he says, “If it doesn’t work 
out, it doesn’t work out. If it does, bonus. 
But I would have regretted not making 
the record.”

S imonetf s divorce was finalized in the 
summer of 2016. One would assume 
that, unattached for the first time 
in his adult life, the acclaimed musician 
with devilish magnetism and rugged 
good looks would take full advantage of 
his newfound bachelorhood. But when 
asked about his status, he’s tight-lipped 
and evasive. 

Are you enjoying being single? 

“I don’t know.” 


Yes, you do. 

“Sometimes, sometimes not, you know?” 

Have you been dating? 

“Not really.” 

Sleeping around? 

“I’ve just been single. I’ll put it that way.” 

You are being way too Minnesota Nice 
right now. 

“I’m not trying to be nice. I’m just try¬ 
ing not to say I’m sleeping around in an 
interview with the City Pages.” 

OK. Fine. 

When he tips his bottle up to drain 
the last drops of beer, Simonett’s eyes — 
slightly asymmetrical and a faded blue 
hue — glint mischievously. His gaze is 
wily. Disarming. 

Finally, he expounds: It’s too soon. He 
isn’t rushing into anything. He doesn’t 
want to shape his life around another 
adult. He’s given up on the idea of soul 
mates and finds the concept of one part¬ 
ner per lifetime unnatural. He can’t even 
fathom getting married again. 

“Commitment doesn’t get me very 
excited,” he says. “I’ve always fought 
against domestic life. All of that stuff has 
never fit with me. It never did.” 

And yet, you got married. 

“I did. ’Cause I loved that girl, you know? 
You can feel two things that are opposites 
at the same time,” he says. “I’m not claim¬ 
ing that I’m not a selfish bastard, ’cause I 
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am, but when you care about somebody, 
you try to compromise parts of yourself.” 

If the self-examination of the past few 
years has taught him anything, it’s that 
he’s always been the lone wolf he is now 

— he just didn’t give himself permission 
to accept it before. “My natural state is 
to be alone,” he says. 

Simonett knows he had it good. He 
knows he married a “cool-ass woman 
who was beautiful,” a woman he says 
he didn’t deserve, and that their rela¬ 
tionship, even at the end, wasn’t of the 
throwing-plates variety. Sometimes, he 
wonders if he should have tried harder 
to salvage the relationship. 

“But it just didn’t feel right to have any 
of it. I kind of didn’t want any of it,” he 
says of his marriage. “I try not to dwell 
on it too much now because it’s gone. 
Figuring out what’s next... I don’t know. 
My whole life is a little bit upside down.”

A S with Furnace, which ends with 
an extended, tortured jam session, 
it would be disingenuous to con¬ 
clude Simonett’s story on an uplifting 
note. Divorce — especially when children 
are involved — doesn’t work that way. 

For now, he’s taking it day by day. When 
he’s not spending time with his six-year- 
old daughter and three-year-old son, you 
might find him skiing or ice fishing. He’s 
also putting out other people’s music on 
GNDWIRE Records, a label he started 
two years ago with Twin Cities music 
manager Mark Gehring. Thus far, the 
label’s releases include 2015’s I’m Not 
Afraid by John Mark Nelson and 2016’s 
Impossible Dream by Haley Bonar, both 
high-profile Minnesota artists. Furnace 
is the label’s third release. 

“Another way to lose money in the 
music business is to start a record label,” 
Simonett jokes. “But I love it. That’s still 
a smaller project, but hopefully it grows. 
My whole goal in that was to be able to 
find people with music I really loved and 
put it out in a way that I was proud of.” 

He’s also not opposed to getting the 
TBT gang back together to make another 
album. 

“Hopefully a breather is all it needs,” 
he says. “Like any relationship, you take 
some time apart and see what happens.” 

It is a courageous, if excruciating, act 
to take ownership of one’s life, just as 
it is to make brutally honest art out of 
personal pain. With Furnace, Simonett 
has done both. What was broken will be 
rebuilt. Spring will come, even for Dead 
Man Winter. And when it does, he just 
might write about it. As he teases: 

“I’m going to try to make a super bub¬ 
bly record next time.” 03

A new restaurant offers a radically different life for its workers

A couple of skinny young dudes 
dressed in ironic T-shirts stand 
against a backdrop of graffiti 
murals and graphic art post¬ 
ers in a construction zone space in the 
Warehouse District. They hardly look like 
they’re about to shake up the entire local 
restaurant industry. 

Travis Shaw and Mark Lowman are 
both hospitality industry vets. After years 
of cooking, both made their way up to 
chef positions at the Marquette Hotel 
Minneapolis. Both were unhappy, and 
they were mostly unhappy because of the 
way they had to treat their staff. By now 
we all know what it looks like to work as 
a cook in America: low pay, long hours, no 
benefits, and few other incentives. 

After work, Shaw and Lowman would 
get a drink together and blow off steam, 
as chefs are wont 
to do. They’d 
discuss the things 
that could make 
kitchen work a 
truly sustainable 
career choice for 
adults. Then they’d go back to their jobs, 
the very ones they feared would inevitably 
let them down. 

But more and more, they came back 
to their radical vision of what restaurant 
work could be. Lowman started asking, 
‘Why aren’t we doing this? Are we going 
to do this?” 

So they got to work on making the 
“this” a reality. 

According to the U.S. Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, the average hourly wage for a 
line cook in America is a little more than 
$11 per hour. Very few restaurants offer 
health care benefits, and when they do, 
it’s often a 50/50 match system. When 
you’re making $11 an hour, you’re going 
to pass on that deal. A request for a paid 
vacation would probably get you laughed 
off premises, and if a toothache should 
strike, better hope you know some home 
remedies. 

While both chefs say that they loved the 
work, and initially didn’t mind working 
75-hour work weeks, as they got older, they 
were having a tougher time envisioning 


a future in that routine. A nationwide 
culinary worker shortage suggests they 
are not alone. More people are leavingthe 
business early, and fewer are entering. 

“Eventually, you can only go so far on 
passion,” says Shaw. “All of a sudden you 
realize you’re working all the hours, and 


you’re not getting paid dick.” 

Lowman chimes in: “The restaurant 
kitchen industry is an outdated system... 
built on machismo and how hard you can 
work. Which just feeds ownership and the 
corporate structure and allows them to pay 
you less. Well, you’re working with a new 


generation of people, and that’s not good 
enough an3miore.” 

With an eye toward gaining back their 
self-respect and employing people in a 
manner that feels good and decent, they re 
opening Byte on March 1. It will be their 
radical vision come to life, complete with 
a 40-hour work week, $15 hourly to start 
(and overtime beyond 40 hours), full health 
benefits, and paid time off 
But how? Here’s the plan: 

1. Help yourself. 

The sliver of downtown space in the former 
Foxfire Lounge will be exclusively counter 
service. There will be drip coffee (no fancy 
pour-overs or espresso drinks), and you’ll 
need to go elsewhere for your mixology — 
they’re serving only beer and wine. It’s all 
with an eye toward efficiency. 

2. Street food rules. 

‘We took inspiration from taco stands and 
Asian street vendors,” says Shaw. “They re 
able to make things that are cheap, quick, 
and amazing. One person can execute it 
and keep things efficient.” That means low 
labor, low food cost, and ingredients that 
can be used in multiple menu items. 

3. Don’t expect farm-to-table. 

“Tm sure we’ll get called out for that,” the 
partners say. ‘We could pay for grass-fed 
organic beef, or we could pay people. A 
lot of places are carrying the flag for farm- 
to-table food and that’s great. But there 
aren’t a lot of people carrying the flag for 
this. Commodity food is where we had to 
draw the line.” 

4. There’s safety in numbers. 

They’re focusing on high volume, which 
is where they hope the money will come 
in. The restaurant seats 100, plus another 
30 on the patio, so even though the space 
isn’t huge, this is no cozy 50-seat bistro. 

5. There’s no “1” in Team. 

They’re hiring only 12 employees, most 
full-time, but also a few part-timers who 
wish to be. There will be no tipping, and 
everyone will do everything. At least they 
hope. Duty crossover will be an important

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part of efficiency, just like the ingredients 
used in multiple menu items. Twelve 
employees is pretty bare-bones for 100- 
plus seats. 

What you won’t see in this scenario is the 
15 percent or so hike in menu item prices 
that most no-tipping establishments use 
to offset the missing gratuity line. Byte’s 
prices will be comparable, if not even 
a little lower, say Shaw and Lowman. 
The two wouldn’t have felt comfortable 
having a restaurant built on social justice 
without also offering affordable food, 
they say. 

They have their detractors. Shaw and 
Lowman say they’ve already received 
‘'hate mail” and other blowback. They 
have been called “snowflakes” and 
“ignorant millennials.” 

But the two are not hearing it. “They 
can’t see into our books. They don’t know 
the details of our plan,” Shaw rebukes. 

Shaw and Lowman are using most of 
their own money for startup costs, so 
they are not on the hook to pay back 
investors. And they’re getting a great 
deal on the space — in part because the 
landlord digs their mission. 

So why “Byte” and not just “Bite?” The 
friends recognized that they’d probably be 
all but living at the restaurant, so wanted 
to incorporate stuff that they and their

LOCAL RESTAURANTS JOINING 
THE COALITION OF SMALL 
BUSINESS UNITED AGAINST HATE 

M ike Sherwood of Pizza Nea calls it 
“coming out of the closet for caring.” 
Small business owners have a conun¬ 
drum that cuts both ways: They don’t have 
the money or the clout to change laws or 
legislation the way big business does. All 
they have are their voices. But if they use 
their voices, certain customers could turn 
against them. 

“It’s abigrisk,” says Sherwood, who came 
out as proudly anti-Trump on his business 
social media pages early and often. “Min¬ 
nesota is 50/50 [politically].” 

But, as another small business owner put 
it in arecent grassroots meeting, “Sometimes 
you just have to do what’s right.” 

John Sugimura owns PinkU, the modern 
sushi restaurant that recently opened in 
northeast Minneapolis. He chose the name, 
which means “pink” in Japanese, because 
in that language, it also has connotations 
of “peace” and “democracy.” He wanted to 


friends truly liked. 

“We’re both geeks, we like board games 
and stuff” So, the “geek pub” was born. And 
no, this is not an arcade. The tables will be 
filled with board games. They’re watching 
the bottom line, remember? They’ll also 
serve local beer and fun, affordable wines 
that “don’t take themselves too seriously.” 

And yes, it is a real restaurant. Food is 
the first focus. These self-professed geeks 
seem geekiest when describing their menu 
items: paneer bites with Indian spices and 
tomato chutney, chicken mole rojo, and 
black vinegar pork. 

Byte comes at a pivotal time in the 
overall local and national dining landscape. 
Minneapolis is facing a $15 minimum wage 
hike for all workers, possibly including 
tipped employees. If that legislation passes, 
many restaurant owners say they will have 
to change their business model or go out 
of business. 

Shaw and Lowman get it, and they know 
that their model is only one way of doing 
business. But they do think that their model 
is probably the more dynamic one. You can 
see what they mean, as more and more 
businesses strip down to just counter 
service. Labor is the largest percentage 
of a restaurant’s operating costs. It makes 
financial sense. 

And Byte could be the wave of the 
future. 03 


always gently remind himself of where he 
came from. Sugimura is a longtime social 
advocate and activist, but his recent con¬ 
version to restaurant owner has taken him 
out of his usual circles. 

“But I really can’t stand behind the coun¬ 
ter chopping green onions all day and say 
I’m too busy,” he says. There is no getting 
away from what America looks like through 
his eyes right now, he says. 

“I haven’t been this scared since high 
school—being different and being of Japa¬ 
nese descent. [As an adult] my differences 
have typically been celebrated. But here I 
am having this flashback, and I’m wonder¬ 
ing — because I’m gay, too, am I going to 
have to tone it down? Do I have to start 
softening my message?” 

Sugimura adds that his grandmother was 
living in Sacramento during World War II 
and went “straight from her restaurant into 
the internment camp.” 

“And I’m scared myself,” he says. 

Sherwood and staff from local vegan 
butcher shop Herbivorous Butcher had 
casually chatted about starting a business 
coalition of like-minded individuals after

“crying together’’ on election night. Recently, 
Sherwood put up an invitation on Twitter 
to gather at Pizza Nea after the January 
31 march against Donald Trump’s ban on 
immigration. 

Sherwood was shocked to see represen¬ 
tatives from over 30 businesses show up, 
and the number is growing. 

The mission of the coalition, thus far: ‘We 
are a group of Twin Cities small businesses 
against the rise of hatred being directed 
at the Muslim, Black, Latino, Immigrant, 
Disabled, and LGBTQ+ communities. We 
believe that Minnesota is only stronger when 
we embrace ALL people.” 

The businesses are planning work around 
social justice through fundraising, network¬ 
ing (at the next meeting, every business 
owner has pledged to bring in a representa¬ 
tive from an immigrant- or minority-owned 
business), and with help from Mainstreet 
Alliance, an organization that works to 
provide small businesses a voice on public 
policy issues. 

“The most patriotic people in that room 
were non-U.S. bom immigrants,” says Sher¬ 
wood. “Everybody wants to do something [in 
order to] organize to fight for social justice.” 

And, he said, the risk factor of speaking 
out is ameliorated by the fact that so many 
of his customers are reaching out to find 
out “where they can shop.”

The American Dream gets supersized in the timely, troubling The Founder

o it for your country. Do 
I I it for America.” 

I m These are the words 

.A_ ^ Ray Kroc (Michael 

Keaton) uses to convince the McDonald 
brothers (John Carroll Lynch and Nick 
Offerman) to turn their burger joint into 
a nationwide franchise in The Founder. If 
you know an 3 Thing about how McDon¬ 
ald’s came to be the ubiquitous presence 
we now know it as — or even if you’ve 
seen other movies about small-business 
owners being talked into something by 
an outsider — you can likely guess how 
that turns out for them. 

A traveling salesman and would-be 
entrepreneur who’s spent his life in search 
of a golden opportunity Kroc has finally 
found one — and it comes in the form of 
two arches. Later, he’ll describe his vision 
of what McDonald’s might one day become 


as “the new American church,” one that’s 
open seven days a week. 

Since we venerate ambition in America 
as much as we venerate convenience, Kroc 
is the hero of this story. And like a lot of 
movies released in the last few months. 
The Founder is difficult not to view through 
the lens of current events: John Lee Han¬ 
cock’s film tells of a businessman’s ascent 
to fame and fortune via highly question¬ 
able means. Taking place in the 1950s, 
it’s another silver-screen reminder that 
the more things change, the more they 
stay the same. 

Kroc’s voice is nasally but assured as 
he makes his pitch to the skeptical bros, 
as though he buys ever 5 Thing he’s sell¬ 
ing but knows, in his heart of hearts, that 
his potential business partners don’t. At 
least not yet. 

Dick and Mac are purists, you see — 
their innovative fast-food restaurant in San 
Bernardino, California is a true original. 


and so they balk at the idea of opening 
new locations. How can they ensure the 
purity of their vision when it spreads to 
Illinois, Ohio, and beyond? Kroc, who’s 
somewhere between snake-oil salesman 
and motivational speaker, assures them 
that this time will be different. 

At their peril, they relent. And for a good 
long while. The Founder makes this seem 
like a good thing. This is the American 
Dream, after all, so never mind that some 
sleep through it and others consider it a 
nightmare: Two cars in every garage and 
a McDonald’s in every town is the natural 
way of things. Kroc’s wife (Laura Dern, 
underused) may feel neglected, and the 
McDonalds may be wary of their new 
business partner, but surely they’re all 
just missing the forest for the trees? 

You might even find yourself agree¬ 
ing with Kroc in the conflicts that follow: 
The brothers are willful and stubborn, 
constantly passing over opportunities to

expand their business over minor quibbles 
like sponsorships and milkshake ingredi¬ 
ents. But then Kroc goes all Jesse Eisen- 
berg-in-T/ie Social Network on them and 
you realize that, in a way, you’ve been 
watching a villain’s origin story all along. 
Kroc is both protagonist and antagonist, 
success story and cautionary tale. If we 
bought what he was selling despite any 
initial misgivings — or even despite know¬ 
ing where all this is headed — that only 
proves his point. 

The title cards precedingthe end credits, 
which inform us of everyone’s fate, only 
serve to reinforce that notion. Watching 
The Founder turns out to be not unlike 
eating McDonald’s: You’ll feel satisfied 
in the moment and queasy afterward. 03

G irl meets boy. Girl’s father dis¬ 
approves, because boy is poor.

Garcia Marquez’sLove in the Time of Cholera. 
Directed by Jose Zayas, this production 
features a lot of flowery talk of love, but 
little in the way of characters who inspire 
emotional investment. 

The play’s setting is unnamed, and the 
characters alternate between speaking 
Spanish and English (translations, both 
ways, are provided in surtitles). 

English literature is a shared interest 
of Julia (Mariana Fernandez) and Julio 
(Israel Lopez Reyes), who meet as teenag¬ 
ers and start trading swooning love letters 
that include provocative quotes from D.H. 
Lawrence. ThaCsthe only way they can con¬ 
nect, since Julia’s widowed father, Agustin 
(Raul Ramos), forbids his daughter to date 
a humble messenger boy. 

Eventually, Agustin forces Julia to move 
out of town, where after two years she’s still 
bereft. Agustin takes her to a psychiatrist 
(Sasha Andreev), whose professional eth¬ 
ics don’t last long. Even as those physical 
therapy sessions steam up, Julio is abandon¬ 
ing his artistic dreams to take a boring but 
remunerative job in the hopes of regaining 
his lost love.

Although Andreev’s character is morally 
suspect, his arrival is welcome because he’s 
at least recognizably human. Reyes and 
Fernandez are both weirdly wooden, most 
of all in their shared scenes; it’s hard to see 
how this was an affair that would haunt 
them both for years. 

Ramos delivers a confident performance, 
but there’s little for him to do with the char¬ 
acter of the disapproving dad. The actor 
who gets to run away with this show is 
Lisa Suarez as Julio’s mother, Clemencia. 
An empathetic pragmatist who was aban¬ 
doned by Julio’s father, Clemencia knows 
life is short. Her outbursts — exasperated 
but affectionate, and sometimes amusingly 
profane—light up the stage. Unfortunately, 
there’s not much else that does so in a show 
smothered by stale metaphors. 

It takes place on an eccentric set, by Abbee 
Warmboe, that represents oft-referenced 
cherry-blossom trees as miniature models 
of themselves. A warning about theatrical 
haze is no joke: The entire show is suf¬ 
fused with smoke. A disconcertingly jolting 
soundscape by C. Andrew Mayer makes 
sure that when a scene ends on a dramatic 
note, we don’t miss it. 

Svich wrote Mixed Blood’s successful 
adaptations of In the Time ofthe Butterflies 
and The House of the Spirits, but this love 
story doesn’t tug very hard at the heart¬ 
strings. 03

Minneapolis rapper the Lioness maybe the 
city's premier North Side l 5 n:*ist, as demon¬ 
strated on her truly special album from last 
year, GrowingPains. The LP followed a run 
of mixtapes from the rapper and McNally 
Smith grad — The Most Anticipated, Lost 
Tapes, and Queen — that began in 2011.
